Mr David Hart, NAHT general 
secretary, said: ‘’He said he would like 
to move a little further In terms of 
numbers but showed considerable 
doubt as to whether there could be even 
a modest expansion of the scheme. We 
made it quite clear that we were 
fundamentally opposed to (he Assisted 
Places Scheme.” „ 

Only last month Mr Peter Brooke, 
Parliamentary Under-Secrelnry at the 
Department of Education and Science, 
said an overhaul of the scheme was 
“very much on the Department’s agen¬ 
da” and that proposals to allow it to 
include subsidized boarding ptaces for 
children from problem ..families and 
those .with handicaps - as well as plans

Irish union bans 
lunchtime duties 


A teacher's union In Northern Ireland 
has told its members to ban lunchtime 
supervision from (he beginning of next 
month after a declaration by its em¬ 
ployers that it is a contractual obliga¬ 
tion. 

The outcome will be viewed with 
keen interest by teachers' leaders and 
local education authorities, who see 
the dispute as a crucial test case. 

The withdrawal has been ordered by 
the National Association of School- 
master/Union of Women Teachers, 
after an uncompromising declaration 
by three of the five area boards - 
Belfast. North-Etlstcrn and Southern - 
that lunchtime supervision should, be q 
contractual obligation. _ 

‘ Teachers' leaders in the province 
have always claimed, like their English 
counterparts, that.it is'voluntnry. 

Any ruling or decision .reached in 
the province will not be binding over 
the water, but will nevertheless be 


regarded with keen interest in England 
and Wales. 

Mr Eamon O'Kane. Northern Ire¬ 
land executive member of the NASf 
UWT, said: “The effect will be pretty 
serious. We shall be asking individual 
schools on an area hosts to withdraw 
from voluntary supervision for a week 
at a time. We want, this to be an action 
over n principle, rather than putting 
individual in difficult circumstances.. 

“It Is surprising that the employees 
have made this stand because - com¬ 
pared with England nnd Wales - wc 
have had relatively few problems over 
supervision. Many people volunteer. 

The action comes at a lime when 
attempts to solve the problems of 
lunchtime supervision in England and 
Wales are floundering. At a recent 
meeting of CLEA/St, , which is re¬ 
sponsible for negotiating teachers 
cnnditiqns of service, a move to set up 
joint working parties between the 
teachers and their employers failed.

file concern about international standards has 
ni been constant, however. It has been much 
ion.* comfortable to slide hack into insulin 
miplaeeney - fed. until rein lively recently, by 
c ineffable .smugness of British academic* nhc >ij( 
ritish universities and their superiority over 
iser institutions. This complacency has been; 
■flier reinforced by the leehnicnl difficulty of 
asnriitg differences in performance across 
ntiers and cizlliirnl divides. It has been I 
altogether loo easy to set aside disagreeable f 
criticisms by pointing to technical imperfections I 
in the measuring instruments - even when the 
points at issue do not depend on fine distinct ions 
but on broad inferences drawn from a variety of 
sources, none of them likely in themselves to be 


conclusive. 

The latest attempt to compare standards 
achieved in English and German education comes 
from Professor S J Pmis and Ms Karin Wagner of 
the National Institute for Economic and Social 
Research (page K). They have come to the 
conclusion that the level of attainment achieved 
by the less successful half of the 15-year-old 
school population in England is about two years 
behind that of similar pupils in West Germany. 

They admit the shortcomings of one of the main 
studies oil which comparisons are based (now 
nearly 2(1 years old), but they have carefully 
followed up a variety of other more up-to-date 
leads and these tend to confirm the general 
inference. A new intcniational study will conic 
out over the next year nr two, and while this will 
not include any further direct comparisons with 
West Germany ( which did not participate in the 
survey), it is believed to produce results for 
I England which are quite consistent with Prnis’s 
general thesis. 

It is - or ought to he - dynninile. Sir Keith 
.losepii has already done his best to turn the 
spotlight on (he bottom 40 percent: here is the 
nmmunition lie has been waiting for. Me has also 
asked, again and again, about imcrnatioiuil 
comparisons and been deflected by smooth 
answers from the DES. If it cun now be said with 
reasonable confidence that maths standards for 
the majority in England are far behind those in 
Germany, lie is vindicated in his attempt to bring 


the bottom 4(1 per cent to the top of the agenda 
and in his determination to force some response 
from English educators. 

In the successive reports of the Assessment of 
Performance Unit he lias the documentation of 
what English pupils can and cannot do. Till now, 
however, HMIs huve sheered away from any 
qualitative judgements about the APU results. If 
Prais is right, all their reticence is doing is 
covering up the unpalatable truth. 

The comparison is important, not because 
there is anything about a comparison with 
Germany which is uniquely significant, but 
because at least it provides some sort of yard¬ 
stick. 

At the very least, wc should stop and ask if 
there is any spcciul reason why wc should wish, 
voluntarily, so to organize our education system 
us to teach our boys and girls much less maths 
than the Germans teach theirs. 

The comparison raises immediate questions 
about the curriculum and the character of maths 
teaching in England - matters discussed at length 
in the Cockcroft report, but going beyond purely 
mathematical questions to the organization and 
structure of education generally. There seems to 
be a visible conflict between the kind of curricu¬ 
lum which is calculated to produce a few 
mathematical high-fliers at the top - where the 
English education system is relatively successful - 
and the programme needed to achieve a good 
all-round standard for those of average and below 


average ability. The Cockcroft report reran 
this and the “bottom-up” approach 
mended may go some way to reme * 
watered-down academicism of much whkki 
passes for maths for the majority. 

As the next round of curriculum disciosi* 
underway it is going to be imporlanl |q 
prepared to take Cockcroft to its logical eta 
sion: one of the keys to the German succcsi 
be a belter-focused, but narrower, maikwr 
lum for many pupils.

The schools arc “orderly" 
communities where hard-working 
teachers and responsive children suc¬ 
ceed in achieving “quite good stan¬ 
dards" in the basic skills of literacy and 


dards" in the basic skills of literacy and 
numeracy. 

But the traditional approach em¬ 
ployed tends to rale out more imagina¬ 
tive work in these areas, such as 
encouraging children to talk, to solve 
problems and link their maths to 
everyday life, and to lead to mediocre 
attainment in other subjects, notably 
art, history and geography. 

These points also apply to nursery 


How Sutton measures up 
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classes, the Inspectorate says. Only 
half of them ensure children learn 
effectively through their play, extend 
their language skills and develop 
mathematical understanding. 

These criticisms were tackled head 
on by Dr Trnfford and Mrs Peart. 

Dr Trafford said: “We acknowledge 
that our emphasis on traditional 
teaching methods as a incans of prepa¬ 
ration far the public examinations 
leads to a less broad approach to the 
teaching of the curriculum. However, 
we believe that basic literacy and 
numeracy in the primary school and a 
thorough preparation for examina¬ 
tions at secondary level are what the 

K nrenls of this area expect, and we 
ave no intention of making changes in 
our approach to the curriculum at the 
expense of these basic educational 
aims.” 

Mrs Peart quoted extensively from 
official DES figures on tire' exam 
results achieved last year in tire 
largest l.c.a.s. Sutton, which does not 
appear in this “league table" because it 
is too small, woularank fifth judged by 
tire propbrtion of pupils ge tting five or 
more O levels ana second by the' 
proportion getting two of more A . 
levels. 

The 5.7 per cent of children who 
leave Sutton schools without a single 
GCE or CSE graded result is the 
lowest in the country - evidence, she 
said, that the “less able in our secon¬ 
dary moderns are better provided for 
than in many other parts of the 
country". „ • ( 

Mrs Peart admitted that Sutton hod 
few problem children, few children 
from non-white homes and an 
academically able intake. 

The report says that educational 
standards in the borough are ham¬ 
pered by “tightly controlled staffing 
levels" (pupihteachcr ratios at primary 
and secondary levels are markedly 
worse than the national average and 
the average in outer London 
boroughs) and shortages of books, 
equipment, materials and support 
staff ...

outs from parents have been used to 
buy textbooks, it adds. 

School buildings have also suffered 
from lack of attention, the Inspecto¬ 


rate says. Many are “drab and in need 
of redecoration", the two nursery 


schools are in unsuitable premises 
(Second World War huts in one case) 
and some built in the early 1970s have 
not had a lick of paint in 10 years. 

The report notes Sutton’s lowly 
place in the league table of educational 
spending. In 1981-82 spending per 


head in primary' schools was £583 - 
£119 less than the average forthe outer 
London boroughs and £36 less than the 
national average. In secondary schools 
the per capita figure was £852 - £129 
less than the outer London borough 
average and £16 less than the national 
average. 

The Inspectorate believes that some 
of its recommendations - notably the 
call for a less formal and didactic 
teaching style - can be implemented 
without extra cash, but, as the report 
makes clear, others would require 
more money. 

It says: . . Many of the develop¬ 
ments required have resource implica¬ 
tions and are in competition for avail¬ 
able funds: for example, giving aff 
secondary pupils access to a much 
more broadly based education includ¬ 
ing knowledge of and practice in use of 
new technology, making available Mie 
same access to science in an appropri¬ 
ate form for all pupils in secondary 
schools and proviaing the staffing 
levels in primary schools to enable all 
of them to create small groups in which 
to teach, for example, the most 
academically able children and those 
in need of remedial help.” 

Staffing shortages are also having a 
broader, possibly more serious effect, 
the report adds. Officers, advisers, 
heads, heads of department and class¬ 
room teachers are all under such 
pressure that Sutton is having to 
struggle ro adapt its curricula to meet 
the changing needs of pupils and to 
respond to national initiatives and the 
challenge posed by shifts in the na¬ 
tion’s economic and social circum¬ 
stances. 

“There is insufficient overall think¬ 
ing about the shape and nature of the 
curriculum and the authority has not 
yet put into operation the procedures 
under consideration hy its officers for 
planning and implementing curricular 
policies in* the primary and secondary 
schools,” the Inspectorate says. 

Sutton's reply is that the inspectors' 
comments, based on visits to the 
authority from 1979- to 1982, are 
already out of date. 

. Mr Charles Me]vi ije .the director of 
education, said that primary schools 
had been engaged in a "mfni-revol- 
tion” and had drawn up'"dozens and 
dozens’* of subject guidelines. The 
authority had recently approved its 
policy statements on the primary and 
secondary curriculum, after extensive 
tnlks between advisers, governors, and 
heads and would shortly be circulating 
copies to schools. ' 

Science laboratories have been up¬ 
graded, 70 computers were now oper¬ 
ating in the 16 secondary schools, new 
premises had been provided for two 
special education units and craft, de¬ 
sign and technology had been enthu¬ 
siastically taken up in primary schools. 

Vocational and technical education 
was being strengthened by improved 
links between the secondary modems 
and Carshalton College of Further 
Education. 

Dr Trafford dismissed the Inspecto¬ 
rate’s comments on resources as im- 

S radical. He said: “The Secretary of 
tate for Education and Science will be 
informed that the staffing and resource 
implications of the report are incom¬ 
patible with the Department of the 
Environment’s expenditure targets 
and we find reports of this type 
emanating from a government depart¬ 
ment are less than helpful.”

A fiercely-worded attack on Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate was made last 
week by a key figure at North London 
Polytechnic, which was criticized In a 
HMI report published earlier this 
month. 

Mr Paul Corrigan, head of the 
Department of Applied Social Studlos- 
oneof two departments criticized In the 
report - accused the Inspectors and Sir 
Keith Joseph, Education Secretary, of a 
distaste for mature students In higher 
education - because they “do not Took 
right In academe” and because an 
Influx of mature students would des¬ 
troy arguments .for rationalizing HE 
provision. 

It was the polytechnic’s success with 
mature students that really rankled, 
Mr Corrlgnn says. 

Writing In the New Statesman he says 
"in language reminiscent of the 1950s, 
the Inspectors continually refer to ‘a 
long tall of poor achievers', 'mature 
students* and 'unslreamed teaching*. 
This is nothing but a threadbare dis¬ 
guise for (heir distaste In the change in 
the age, class and ethnic pattern‘of 
students and the resulting change In 
employment opportunity for this 
population, 

"With ILEA's direct blessing, PNL 
has followed a policy of access courses 
which are as rigorous as any A level, 
though without having the bllnkerlng 
effect so characteristic of that form of 
examination.

The other main objection to the 
NCES findings is the allowance the

The NUT says: “However the 
NCES have taken just one of these 
indicators (the percentage of children 
in the l.c.a. from low socio-economic 
households) and used that figure to 
represent the social class of every child 
in the l.c.a.

This error had been compounded by 
placing all the sample authorities into 
three groups. “The end result of this 
process is that children from wildly 
dissimilar areas arc treated as identic¬ 
al." Though no one knew which au¬ 
thorities appeared in the NCES sain-

“The use of such a gross measure is 
indefensible ns the 1981 Census ward 
data are available and could have been 
used to identify the social class com¬ 
position of the area surrounding each 
school.” 

Dr Marks, however, says that they 
used (he best statistics available at the 
time (and denies the Census figures 
were published then). They would be 
keen tu incorporate any better statistics 
in the future. “There is not and never 
can he, any single best or correct wav of 
allowing for a variable as complex as 
social class - to pretend that this is not 
inevitably problematic is to be naive or 
disingenuous."

of Inner London Education Author¬ 
ity’s primary management centre who 
Iras been running courses for heads for 
well over 10 years.

Ray Bolam concedes that a school is 
not a fnctorv but still maintains there is 
something to learn, though there will be 
no question of taking anything 
wholesale. He will also be exploring 
ways of collaborating with the Open 
University. 

Will the centre provide exclusively 
for heads? In the early stages yes, but 
when well established it is hoped that 
provision for deputy heads and middle 
management generally in secondary 
schools will be entertained. Bolani 
adds a caution here, though. “When 
you invite somebody to go on a deputy 
head's course you aren’t saying, ‘you 
are a potential head.' You arc saying. 
‘You are-a deputy head who needs 
in-service training/ It’s not a question 
of spotting high-fliers.” 

As the information network is ex¬ 
tended and the resource bank filled up. 
an advisory and consultancy service 
will be offered to local authorities. 
One term fellowships for senior staff 
from the local education office is a 
possibility though it is unlikely to be 
extended to tcnchcrs. 

“The best in-service training is that 
which takes place as close to the job as 
possible," arc Bolam’s final words.

Councillors also agreed to phase out 
streaming In the first three years of 
secondary schools as children who 
develop late can find It difficult to 
switch streams because of curriculum 
differences. 

Mr Ron Anderson, education com* 
mlttee chairman said: “l am seriously 
concerned tliat we still use this archaic 
system of streaming in some of our 
primary schools.

Schools will succeed in teaching 
youngsters about sex only if they can 
create an intimate atmosphere, redo¬ 
lent of □ candlelit dinner for two.

In this situation, the pupil feels secure 
enough to reveal a little of his personal 
self and move closer to a teacher as he 
feels more relaxed." 

Mrs Cox this week denied she meant 
her words to be taken literally.

would be ridiculous. 1 am not suggest¬ 
ing schools should dim their tights nnd 
have soft music. But as any seducer 
knows, you have got to get the mood 
right - if you're talking about sexual 
skills the background is important. 

“The relationships lived within 
schools arc more important than those 
talked about”, she added.

Schools and colleges in Northern Ire¬ 
land stifle the hopes of aspiring young 
tycoons, a new report From a team oT 
academics says. 

‘'Increasingly, the educational sys¬ 
tem tends to focus on (he development 
of group standards and skills and not 
on "the encouragement of individual¬ 
ity," says the report from staff in the 
school of applied economics at the 
Ulster Polytechnic. 

“More often than not, our education 
process is responsible for extinguishing 
rather than kindling the lire of entre¬ 
preneurship in young people." 

'I lie report, which also outlines the 
plight of Northern Ireland's economy, 
culls on primary ami secondary schools 
in the Province to launch a “systematic 
schools-hased initiative” to teach 
young people about industry and to 
foster the elusive spirit of entrepreneu¬ 
rial flair.

academic education conflicted with the 
fostering of business flair. 

“We teach circumspection and re¬ 
flection.

In some subjects, textbooks had 
been replaced by reprographic mate¬ 
rial - “a worrying development” - and 
of greater concern was the underuse of 
textbooks generally. 

Each school building had poor fea¬ 
tures. The main building '‘suffered 
damage to doors, door surrounds, 
brickwork and plastered pillars.” This 
was not primarily because of vandal¬ 
ism but inadequate materials. One 
classroom used tor typewriting had no 
windows, and some rooms had damp 
patches on walls. 

The appearance and cleanliness of 
some of the school was unsatisfactory, 
with litter, graffiti on furniture, and 
lavatories that gave rise to concern. 

"In the main school toilets, lavatory 
seats are damaged and missing, inside 
doors are out of alignment so that they 
do not shut, doors are missing, dis¬ 
tasteful graffiti in some girls' toilets 
remains undeleted, and there are no 
labels to indicate male/female toilets 
or changing rooms.” In some there was 
no paper, soap or towels. 

In one lower school green mould - a 
possible health risk - was reappearing 
on a repainted wail.

Split sites undermine 
school’s cohesion 


A comprehensive school in Wol¬ 
verhampton is operating under a 
“great disadvantage” because its class¬ 
rooms are on two sites a mile apart, 
says the Inspectorate. 

The report, on Moseley Park school, 
an 11-lfi comprehensive established in 
1975 following thc amalgamation of a 
former boys’ grammar school and a 
mixed secondary modern school, says 
this gives the school “the great dis¬ 
advantage of divorcing most of the 
aesthetic, creative worlt and its staff 
from the main school”. 

It adds: "It also excludes those staff 
from taking pastoral responsibilities, 
makes immediate liaison on academic 
and pastoral matters difficult, and 
possibly discourages some pupils from 
opting for subjects accommodated on 
this site." 

The report also criticizes the school 
for lacking a “coherent provision for 
equipping young people to cope with 
the world of work" in pupils' fourth 
and fifth years. 

However, it concludes: “This is a 
school where pupils are known and 
cared for: it has created an atmosphere 
conducive to learning and references 
have been made to good work in 
certain subjects.” 

The limited curriculum for less 
bright pupils could be the cause of the 
hign truancy rate in the fourth and fifth 
year at Slon-Mannlng Roman Catholic 
Girls* School, inner London. 

The school has not yet constructed a 
“fully coherent framework for the 
curriculum to reflect the needs of all 
pupils”, they say.

At present no formal careers educa¬ 
tion is provided, little attention is paid 
to health education and lhc rela¬ 
tionship between school and the world 
of work is largely ignored. 

“It is now time to reappraise the 
present curriculum to encourage de¬ 
partments to prepare schemes ot work 
which detail more content and to seek 
common policies on issues such as 
numeracy, language and marking."

Girls showed confidence and skill in 
practical subjects like science, home 
economics and art, and thc inspectors 
commended the school for linking with 
the adjoining boys' school for craft 
subjects in the first year. 

The practice of banding pupils after 
the second yeuT, one leading to GCE, 
thc other to CSE exams, means there is 


very little chance of movement be¬ 
tween thc two, “depresses morale and 
adversely affects the attitudes of some 
girls." 

But thc inspectors found the school 
“a pleasant community” and “the 
genuine significance given to pastoral 
care is further evidence of the high 
level of commitment of the staff". 

A secondary school in Bradford is 
praised for its strong links with parents 
and the local community. 

An HMI report on Rhodesway 
School, a mixed 13-18 comprehensive 
with 1,362 pupils, says: “Parents are 
welcome in school and representatives 
of the community meet in school twice 
a term to discuss ways in which they 
and the school can be of help to each 
other." 

Criticisms of The Dene School, Thor- 
naby. are largely rejected by Mr A H R 
Caldcrwnod, county education officer 
for Cleveland. In a statement he dis¬ 
putes the inspectors' assertion of 
weaknesses in maths, science, and 
modern languages staff. All full time 
staff, with the exception of chemistry, 
were qualified or trained for their 
specialist subject, he says. 

Carleton HUI School, Penrith, Cum¬ 
bria opened four years ago for girls 
aged Hi to 16 with behavioural difficul¬ 
ties. and had established sound educa¬ 
tional and care arrangements. Its un¬ 
doubted success was a credit to the 
staff and the local community.

Mr Young described the German sys¬ 
tem as being ”436 sets of tramlines, 
with very little chance of getting off 
one pair of tramlines and on to 
another”. 

Youth Training Board alleges that 
careers departments are being told by 
MSC field staff that the apparent 
over-provision of places with em¬ 
ployers (Mode A) could result in 
cutbacks in mode B provision by 
colleges and by voluntary projects. Mr 
Young pledged that Mode B places 
would be filled because they were 
needed for some categories of youngs¬ 
ter. 


New role urged 
for National 
Youth Bureau

The National Youth Bureau, should 
become an information-gathering 
quango, says an official report to the 
Education Secretary published today. 

The bureau should no longer be 
allowed to act as a pressure group, but 
be made to concentrate on providing 
data on youth matters for the Govern¬ 
ment and for the youth service itself. 

It was set up as an independent 
charity ten years ago and is run by 
representatives of a large range of 
interests, including the local authority 
associations, teacher unions, the CBI, 
the TUC, and youth bodies. It gets 
most of its £750,000 annual income 
from grants from Government depart¬ 
ments, which fund a wide range of 
separate activities from youth worker 
training to research on young offen¬ 
ders and development work for the 
Youth Training Scheme. 

The report, prepared by Mr Geof¬ 
frey Cockerili, a retired Department 
of Education and Science official, 
recommends that the bureau should 
remain a charity, but - if it wants to go 
on getting Government money - 
accept major changes in its accounta¬ 
bility, role, structure, and priorities. 

These include: 

• Scrapping its representative council 
and elected executive and replacing 
them with a management committee 
oppointed by the Education Secretary. 

• Reorienting its work to provide a 
youth affairs database. 


• Combining the units funded by 
various Government departments into 
an all-purpose staff funded directly by 
the DES. 

• Abandoning campaigns to provide 
leadership for an youth issues to the 
youth service, ana ceasing to express 
its own opinion in its publications. 

Mr Cockerili criticizes the bureau 
because it was unable to supply last 
year's Thompson committee reviewing 
the youth service for the DES with 
adequate data on matters such as the 
total number of youth workers. 

There will still be considerable scope 
for the bureau to influence attitudes on 
matters such as racial or sex equality, 
relations with the police, and above 
all, unemployment, by providing in¬ 
terested parties with relevant informa¬ 
tion os well as knowledge of the state of 
opinion in the field. 

Mr Cockerili recommends that the 
bureau's new management committee 
should consist of a chariman and 20 
members, the majority of them to be 
appointed by the Education Secretary 
from a choice of nominees suggested 
by the bodies elected to the existing 
executive. There would also be five 
members directly chosen by the 
Education Secretary, four more co¬ 
opted. The members should include 
two under the age of 21 and repre¬ 
sentatives of the ethnic minorities.

career ladder system in which move¬ 
ment from one rung to the next - from 
apprentice to master teacher - de¬ 
pends on how a teacher's competence 
is assessed by special promotion 
panels. 

A typical career ladder scheme, the 
report says, could have four rungs: 
Apprentice teacher - must meet all 
st8te requirements for initial certi¬ 
fication and hold degree from a 
college or university; minimum 
starting salary 515,000. 

Professional teacher - fully certified 
teacher with five years’ experience 
and at least four positive annual 
evaluations and some in-service 


training bi postgraduate work; basic 
fifili year salary of S2il,ljiHl. 

Senior teacher - certified teacher, 
master’s degree, at least eight posi¬ 
tive annual evaluations out of ten; 
basic tenth year snlnry of 530,000. 
Master teacher - demons!rates "best 
practice” in classroom, study 
beyond master’s degree, more than 
10 years of consistently positive 
evaluations, willing to help train new 
teachers: basic pay after tenth year 
when requirements met $35,000; 
annual bonus thereafter at least 
$10,000. 

So far career ladders of this kind, 
enabling good teachers to earn $40,000 
or mure without moving into adminis¬ 
tration. arc a distant dream. A recent 
survey by the National School Bonrds 
Association found that nearly f>3 per 
cent of reachcrs favoured linking pav 
to performance. But the major 
teachers unions - particularly the 
National Education Association - are 
less enthusiastic. 

The association's president, Mrs 

Mary Futrcll, was also a member of the 
congressional committee but said last 
week that raising basic pay was far 
more important than merit pay 
schemes. y 3 

Pay contracts for teachers arc work¬ 
ed out in fragmented negotiations 
between thousands of school boards 
and local union affiliates which do not 
always pay strict attention to their 
national leaders’ policies. While local 
affiliates would like to see basic pay

As a measure of the importance 
attached to the new cummittec the 
Prime Minister, Dr Garret Fitzgerald, 
appointed the members himself and 
spoke at its official launching. 

He said the Government was only 
too aware of Ireland's unique demog¬ 
raphic situation. It felt that the absence 
of a coordinated approach to young 
people was militating against their 
developing to their full potential. 

Dr Fitzgeraid accepted that radical 
and painful changes might have to be 
made in Irish society. But he warned 
that if young people were nor 
accommodated, intolerable tensions 
could build up which could prove to be 
destructive. 

Coincidentally the launching of the 
committee was accompanied by news 
that a scheme which had allowed 
voluntary youth organizations to take 
on full-time staff, was being phased 
out. 

The National Federation of Youth 
Clubs had taken on 21 staff during the 
four-year-old scheme. Its spokesman 
pointed out that unless the scheme 
continued all of them would be gone by 
the time the new committee reported 
in a year's time. This would be nonsen¬ 
sical as they would be the very people 
the committee would be relying on to 
implement its recommendations.

doubted his loyalty to the constitution 
of West Germany and to the state of 
Bavaria. 

He had, said the state education 
ministry, been a candidate at the 
University of Erlangen-NOmberg for 
what it described as nn anti-constilu- 
tional organization, the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Alliance (SHB), and had failed 
to distance himself from the aims of the 
organization during his teaching prao. 
tice. 

Herr Krctzer had stood as the SHB s 
candidate in the student parliament 
elections in 1972 and 1973, and con¬ 
tinued to be involved with the orga¬ 
nization in 1974 and 1975. 

The education ministry ruled that 
because of links between the SHB and 
the Marxist Student Alliance (MSB), 
Herr Krctzer's constitutional loyalty 
was in doubt. „ , .... ■. 

However, the Erlnngen-Nurnncrg 
branch of the SHB split from the main 
body of the organization during Herr 
Krctzer’s student days and affirmed its 
commitment lo social democracy in its 
election manifesto of 1974. 

Herr Kretzer, a member of the 
Social Democratic Purty (SDP) since 
1972. denied that the SHB had any 
closer links with the MSB than other 
student groups, and pointed out it was 
also linked with Libera! University 
Alliance. . . , 

Despite the education ministry s 
suspicions, the Administrative Court 
|n Ansbach ruled In May 1976 
that he should be allowed to undertake 
his teaching practice, and he was taken 
on, with the.first-grade status of ’’em- 
ployee". . ... 

In March 1978, and again in June 
1978, his application for promotion 
to “civil servant on trial" status, the 
stage preceding full civil servant-tor- 
life status, ana carrying better terms 
' conditions and salary, was rejected by 
; the education ministry, which referred 
to its decision, of 1976. 

However, in January, 1979, the 
Administrative Court In Ansbach 
ruled that the education ministry had 


based its judgment wrongly and had 
not taken sufficient account of Herr 
Krctzer's allegedly exemplary per¬ 
formance during and since his teaching 
practice. 

It also decided that the SHB- 
Erlangen-NOmbcrg had not carried 
out any anti-constitutionnl activities. 

The Bavarian Administrative Court 
upheld lhis ruling, and forced die 
education ministry to reconsider Herr 
Krctzer's application. But the educa¬ 
tion ministry appealed against the 
decision, arid its appeal was allowed 
“in view of the fundamental legal 
importance of the case". Hen Krctzer 
opposed the appeal and defended the 
original ruling. 

Last June this appeal was overruled 
by the National Administrative Court 
which decreed that Bavaria must re¬ 
consider Herr Krctzer’s application for 
trial civil servant status. 

The ruling pointed out that the last 
of his controversial activities had taken 
place two and a half years in the past, 
and that such activities, occurring 
during student days, "should be given 
far less weight lhan, for instance, 
anti-dcmocratic activities which had 
been going on for years, and were still 

continuing". , , , 

In giving insufficient weight to Herr 
Krctzer’s good performance during his 
teaching practice, the court niled, the 
education ministry had based its deci-. 
sion on. incomplete facts. 

This 5na| decision was made public 
in mid-August. Herr Kretzer has still 
to receive confirmation of his promo¬ 
tion, because of an administrative 
delay. However a spokesman said this 
week Mr Kretzer would dcflnitely 'be 
promoted. ' 

Asked about his seven-year battle 
Herr Kretzer said: "I felt I’d been 
slandered, and had to dear the matter 
up. 1 stand by the constitution”. 

The case is considered to be a key 
one likely to affect fiifure Berufsverbot 
rulings. In the past a number of 
teachers In Bavana have lost, or been 
refused jobs, for belonging to such 
organizations as the German Peace 
Federation. 
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•^fiie Government has already reg¬ 
ularized civil servants’ working hours, 
so that they all work from 8am to 3pm 
That innovation aroused great const- 
granted only to slxth-forrti teachers, 
generally accepted. .

Is it citizenship? 

Sir - I have waited in vain for angry 
letters m reach vnu following the 
report which snief that the Association 
of Christian Teachers had criticized an 
award to a school which had celebrated 
Diwali (TES, September 16). In the 
absence of complaints about “narrow- 
minded Christian fundamentalists" 
which I expected, I am writing now to 
correct the report’s misleading im¬ 
pression. 

The leading article in the summer 
I edition of Alt NOW did not, as your 
report put it. "criticize the presenta¬ 
tion of a special award for world 
citizenship, because the school 
selected to receive it celebrated Diwa¬ 
li, the Asian festival of new year." 

The ACT NOW article was a com¬ 
ment on an earlier TES report of the 
presentation to the school which sug¬ 
gested that the school's concern for a 
sense of world citizenship was particu¬ 
larly demonstrated by the celebration 
of Diwali. Our point was that valuable 


as observation or Diwali might be as a 
means of gaining a sympathetic under¬ 
standing of Indian culture, it is not a 
festival which in itself exemplifies 
world citizenship and a consciousness 
of common humanity. 

There is, therefore, no particular 
reason for regarding the celebration of 
Diwali as a greater demonstration of 
world awareness than the celebration 
of Eid ul Fitr, Chanukah or Easter. It 
may be tactless in this context to say 
that Christianity properly understood 
is multicultural, multiracial and multi¬ 
lingual to an extent that other faiths at 
present are not. Yet the fever of 
multicultural education has taken a 
form that makes it highly unlikely that' 
a school would get an award for 
education in world citizenship as a 
reward for celebrating Easter. 

A second consideration in our lead¬ 
ing article was the question of whether 
the celebration of Diwali had involved 
acts of worship. If it had, there should 
have been the same sensitivity to the 
consciences of other faith communities

Yet it is one of 
the worst spenders, being bottom, or 
thereabouts, of the education spend¬ 
ing tables on a number of indicators. 

Currently, the authority is proposing 
to cut another £12m which would 
reduce pupil:teacher ratios to 1:31 in 
primary schools and 1:21.5 in upper 
schools.

They 
do. in fact, push the examiners as hard 
isiheycan out, as a teacher of English, 
Mr Smith must be aware that teachers 
in the humanities are very reluctant to 
isand marks at either extreme in 
assessing essays, although their col¬ 
leagues marking mathematical prob¬ 
lem will cheerfully give full marks or 
more. 

Such differences of approach are not 
a matter of human perversity; they 
reflect differences in the nature of 
subjects and the way they are taught.

Examinations must to n large extent 
reflect such differences. 

To dismiss the GCE boards as 
“university committees" ignores thc 
major rule which practising teachers 
play nt all levels but, even if Mr Smith's 
description was accurate, it would be 
naive to imagine that all university 
selectors would automatically be 
aware of the detailed workings of ilic 
boards. 

As for making information about 
examinations generally available, the 
JMB has for some years Quoted the 
average marks and standard deviation 
for each paper in thc published ex¬ 
aminers’ reports. The 1984 reports will 
include thc mark ranges for the grades 
in each subject. 

The JMB leaflet had two purposes: 
first, to remind users of A level 
examination results of the limitations 
of the present system, which was laid 
down by the Ministry of Education In 
1960 and still provides the guidelines 
which the boards must follow; second, 
to stimulate national discussion about 
the need for reform.

Open enrolment 

Sir - I have deliberately waited for 
Kent education committee to confirm 
the extension of the open enrolment 
scheme to the whole county in order to 
be quite sure that my own interpreta¬ 
tion of the schools subcommittee's 
recommendation was correct and that 
put on it by your story “Kent back¬ 
pedals on market place scheme for 
parental choice” was as misleading as I 
believed it to be. 

A senior member of the committee 
duly warned today that people should 
not mislead themselves about what 
was happening, and I believe that it is 
important that they do not lest they 
mislead others. 

What has happened, I suspect, is 
that the alterations to thc pilot scheme 
(of which I was one of thc major 
authors) are being thought much more 
drastic in effect than they will prove in 
practice, and that the effect of school 
rolls falling by up to 30 per cent has 
been badly underestimated by those 
who have written about the change. In 
| raimess to yuur own correspondent the 
latter point docs figure in your story. 

Perhaps it needs to be emphasized 
that the original scheme deliberately 
balanced the interests of existing pa¬ 
rents and new parents by ensuring that 
no school would expand by more than 
a certain amount In any one year. 

In certain of the schools of the pilot 
scheme, but by no means in all, this 
was done by the addition of mobiles.. It 
could also be achieved by bringing . 
empty classrooms into use either at a 
school or at one on the same campus. 

While tills certainly gave rise to a 
very considerable extension of free¬ 
dom of choice, there was never any 
question of everyone getting their, 
choice. What was significant was the 
virtual absence of appeals and indeed

Sir - It was with surprise and dis¬ 
appointment that I read of thc propos¬ 
als to recreate the grammar/secondary 
modern system in Solihull, (TES, 
September 30). 

As founder head of Langley School 
in Solihull, 1 had an experience that is 
directly relevant to this. Thc first year 
that we took in had been rejected for 
grammar school selection. This experi¬ 
ence of failure at 11 without a doubt 
marked many of them for thc next five 
years. Their attitude, their self image 
and their achievement all reflected this 
early experience of rejection. 

I am sure Solihull parents realize 
that if thc return to a selective system is 
carried through, four out of five of all 
thc it children will be condemned to an 
experience of rejection and failure, 
with all that this implies in terras of 
alienation from school and being 
afraid to try in case they fail again. 

When one takes In thc whole ability 
range at 11. it is quite noticeable how 
those pupils who were not overtly 
promising at the age, in many cases 
change, mature and develop intellec¬ 
tually. 

1 beg cvciyone concerned with the 
future of Solihull children to do every¬ 
thing in their power to keep the system 
that has worked so well in Solihull far 
the past 10 years and which has 
resulted in more, and better 16-plus 
passes than under the old system. It 
would be tragic to destroy it, and 
destructive to future generations of 
young people.

it is also wrong to say that commer- 
citil centres do not have to meet nny 
safety requirements or comply with 
any regulations. Wc have been vetted 
and inspected frequently by MSC 
officers and other staff front organiza¬ 
tions wishing to use our services. 

I would like to suggest, however, 
that the safety of outdoor activity 
programmes cannot he guaranteed 
solely by inspections, regulations.

What many people object to is the fact 
that, by introducing halal meat in 
schools, the council is increasing the 
total amount of animal suffering and 
appearing to encourage and approve 
of ritual slaughter, as opposed to oeing 
obliged by law to tolerate it.

The Bradford Telegraph nnd Argus, 
the local newspaper with a praise¬ 
worthy record on race relations, has 
recently admitted that “over the, last 
year Bradford has been the scene of a 
remarkable and seemingly riever-en*' 
ding campaign against Islamic 
methods of slaughtering ahim^ls”. At 
least 200 letters of prptesf have been 
received by Bradford council, with ft. 
similar number sept to the BBG'aftcr a 
region at news item opthe.lsitfeJ The 
Telegraph and Argus itself has re¬ 
ceived, and continues to deceive, large 
numbers of such letters. ■ 

One may surmise that, on this issue, 
councillors and the white electorate 
are poles apart and that there is greater 
. public hostility to rjtpal slaughter than, 


dilemma docs not deserve to be airily 
dismissed, or glossed over in reports in 
The Times Educational Supplement. 
The conflict between sound liberal 
principles: hostility to animal suffering 
versus religious toleration, is a genuine 
and even painful one. Those who come 
down on the side of less animot 
suffering find themselves in an uncom¬ 
fortable position among many unwel¬ 
come fellow-travellers, given that 
many of the letters of protest about 
halal meat are semi-literate and repul¬ 
sively racialist, their writers seizing on 
the issue as a convenient stick with 
which to bash Pakistanis. 

Nevertheless, it is difficult for any¬ 
one who has read philosophers who 
emphasize our duties towards animals, 
to regard Bradford council’s en¬ 
couragement of ritual slaughter with 
anything other than profound distaste. 
Such feelings are reinforced by recent 
research on, ajiiraal behaviour which 
further demonstrates thd fragility' or 
the species barrier. As long ago as 
1789, Jeremy Bentham argued in a 
celebrated passage in his Introduction 
to the Principles of Morals and Legisla¬ 
tion that a day might come when 
animals would be seen to possess rights 
ahd therefore should not, no more 
than a slave, “be abandoned without 
redress to the caprice of a tormentor 
; . :. The question is not, ‘Can they 
reason!’ nor ‘can they talk 7’ but ‘can 
, they suffer?' " ■ 

There are sound utilitarian reasons 
as to why we should treat animals 
decently, even if those reasons do not 
necessarily impel us to become vegeta¬ 
rians. 

It is therefore a perfectly defensible 
position to claim that it is wicked , of 
Bradford council and its potential 
imitators to pay the price of increased 
animal suffering in the hope (which 
might well turn out to be a misguided 
one) of improved race relations. If 
those who, like myself, hold that 
position are consequently, and l sug¬ 
gest unfairly, branded as “racialist", or 
even anti-Semitic, then so be it.

‘Family Entertainment

Mary Harron examines the scope and implications of the video boom, and suggests that the 
really significant things are happening upstairs in the children’s room

T he video explosion began in 1979, when 
150,000 recorders were sold in Britain, 
and sales have accelerated steadily until 
this year they reached 2.2 million. A 
ttralby the advertising agency J Walter Thomp- 
wi predicts that by 1990 70 per cent of British 
tartdwlds mil have one, and the industry is 
wflfideot tbat the market will grow until there are 
a many video recorders as there are television 
Kll. 

However, sales may begin to slow this year as 
recorders become more expensive: the effect of 
EEC measures against Japanese imports. The 
Jjpanese control 95 per cent of the market 
thioagbSony, Sanyo and Hitachi; and Ferguson, 
u English firm under licence to the Japanese 
company JVC. The remaining 5 per cent is taken 
cpbylhe European Philips and Grundig. 

Early market research on video found that 
recorders were bought by “ ABs" (the profession- 
1 ) managerial class) and adventurous “C2s“ 
(ihUed manual workers). Now sales are spread 
qoileetenlyover the entire social range and video 
and longer a consumer novelty, but an institu- 
wjn.Tbcir function has also shifted since 1979. 
Iriilafly videos were bought for “time shift” 
Kcontiag (taping the television programmes you 
couldn't watch while you were out) or for status 
|kthe fint one on your street). Now the trend is 
to boy or reni the machines in order to watch 
ftt-recorded tapes, usually of films. 

■ Video has ..affected cinema attendance and 


television ratings, although the television statis¬ 
tics arc misleading in thBt they don’t take account 
of time-shift recording. What is certain is that 
video has affected the nature of television view¬ 
ing. Now that they are no longer tied to 
programme schedules, thanks to pre-recording, 
audiences are becoming more selective: the very 
act of being able to fast-foward or rewind creates 
a more active approach to viewing. 

The video boom can be seen as part of the great 
British DIY craze of the 1980s. Once a passive 
activity, television viewing has been transformed 
into something more like a hobby: an area of 
choice, of self-expression, of “lifestyle". As with 
the rest of DIY, video has helped turn the home 
into the new entertainment centre - replacing the 
cinema, nightclubs, rock concerts and pubs. 
However, this docs not mean a return to 
Victorian style family life. It seems rather to be a 
symptom of the Americanization of Britain. The 
Henley Centre for Forecasting has observed a | 
shift from the traditional nuclear family to the 
“cellular” family in which each member operates 
ns a separate unit, each one “doing their own 
thing”. 

Even television no longer unites the family in 
the sitting room, now that many households have 
more than 011 c set. In what market research colls 
"Family Entertainment Enhancement”, the 
video recorder will be attached to the main 
television set, und the video games unit l»» a 
secondary set for the children’s use. And when 


considering the real future implications of the 
video boom it is not the adults we should be 
looking at, but at what goes on up in the children’s 
room, as they use their home computer to 
programme their own video games on the 
television screen. 

The video games market is still dominated by 
Atari, which is now controlled by Warner 
Communications Incorporated. Their success 
had devastated the traditional toy market, forcing 
games giants like Mattel and Waddington to 
climb on the video bandwagon. For their de¬ 
votees. video games are not just games but art, 
science, a mystical experience. A recent Atari 
newsletter contained a report by Dr Alan Kay on 
“Atari and the Future”. Writing with that chilling 
enthusiasm common to computer fans, Kay 
located the source of the video game's appeal in I 
that basic human desire to “enter simpler, safer, 
more controllable, but still exciting worlds that 
are analogies to the one in which we live... If the 
Visual Arts are the limitation (sic) of life, then the 
computer Arts are the imitation of creation itself. 
Disney's Fantasia has oscited (sic) generations. 
The computer is a ‘pocket universe’ in which a 
fantasia can not only be experienced but cre¬ 
ated”. 

■ What adolescent boy (and most Atari obses¬ 
sives are boys) could resist a fantasy of total 
power? The catalogue of Atari software has a 
"Home Education” list which includes a gome 
| culled .Viviini: “Learn how a nuclear power plant 


operates. Your Atari Home Computer will build 
the plant then you control its operation. More 
than a game. Scram is modelled according to real 
life situations.” So much for Three Mile Island. 
'Then there's Energy Czar: “Suddenly you have 
the full power to guide the country through the 
energy crisis. The results of the decisions you 
have to make are reflected in growth of the 
economy, the inflation rate and public opinion." 
And finally, there’s Kingdom which simply says 
“You are the King of a small agricultural 
Kingdom many years ago. If you make the right 
decisions your reign may be a long one I” 

One thing the Atari newsletter doesn't give 
much information on is Atari’s financial crisis: in 
December shares dropped in America from 554 
to 32, and the company lost $45 million in the first 
quarter of 1983. It was a disaster brought on by a 
shift in the market from video games units to 
home computers, which had become comparable 
in price and could not only be used for video 
games but for all kinds of home programming - 
including inventing your own games. Atari's 
video games, or "software", were hit by competi¬ 
tors producing games cartridges which could be 
used on Atari machines. 

Atari had been caught out by their own 
audience: the first computer generation, who 
understand video games better than any execu¬ 
tive, and want to programme their own. This 
teenage audience is a very discriminating and 
demanding one. A market researcher recently 
admitted to a certain alarm at meeting groups of 
teenage computer enthusiasts who speak a pri¬ 
vate language culled from computer jaigon: 
“These kids are real obsessives and some spend 
five or six hours a day with their home computer. 
It's like the computer’s a friend. And they’re 
learning to programme for it’s own sake, using it 
as a learning mechanism. As a 35-year-old I’m 1 
going to be facing a real culture gap by the time 
these kids are 20. They’ve taught themselves to 
think differently.'’ 

Atari has responded to this new group of 
consumers by employing younger and younger 
1 designers; the British press has had a spate of 
stories ql>out 16-year-olds hired at large salaries 
as consultants, or making fortunes by inventing 
- video games. And in America we see a real sign of 
1 the future. There, video games and home compu- 
1 ters are overtaking rock music as teenage enter-

On July 7 of this year the Mail published an 

article with the headline. ’‘Cruel movies fan hacks 
four to death”, it turned out to. be (he story of an 
escaped prisoner in Califontia whq had murdered 
four people ''after: regularly watching violent 
video films". What In normal circumstances 
would have been a small news item used as yet 
another example of American lunacy became a 
warning that “underlines, the importance of the 
Daily Mart’s campaign for urgent government 
control on video nasties In this country". No 
details of what the murderer had actually seen 
were given, but tlie article mentioned that only 
two days after the killings other inmates watched 
a video of 77* Texas Chainsaw Massacre , while 
other prisoners in California had been allowed to 
see My Bloody Valentine and Friday the Thir¬ 
teenth Part //. All these films are on general 
release and could be seen in any American movie 

* Thegrowingconfusion over what a video nasty 
means was reflected all over Fleet Street this 
summer, in TheTtmes and Telegraph aS welt as the 


Mail. The confusion seems rooted in a scries of 
shock-horror news stories about crimes allegedly 
committed under the influence of videos. On July 
(3 the Mail had 0 front page story - "A VIDEO 
NASTY: KILLEI?” - which told jipw “ Kenneth 
Smart, 23, murdered his best friend, after feeing 
horror films in which his peculiar sexual fantasies 
were acted ou). One film, Zombie Flesh Eaters, 
featured people being tied up. The other; The 
Wanderers, was about the taking of hostages." 

The Wanderers is n serious American movie 
about street gangs, based on 0 critically 
acclaimed novel, und could not be classed as a 
horror film, much less a video nasty. Perhaps 
more to the point, the article Inter revealed that 
Smart had already been .convicted of similnr 
attacks In 1976and 1977-well before the advent 
of video. 

This is not to say that watching sadistic violence 
has no effect, but by this point video seemed to 
have become a fashionable defence. In April The 
Times reported that a 16-ycar-old accused of rape 
claimed he had been incited by p video of 
Confessions of a Window Cleaner, which is not 
exactly hard core. In June the Mart hod a headline 
"FURY OVER THE VIDEO RAPIST”: IB- 
year-old Martin Austin liad indeed been watdiing 
video -nasties, but he was also a glue sniffing 
addict with severe personality problems who had 
just been released from a detention centre. Again 
in August the papers were full of the case of a 
rapist who had become "sexually aroused" by 
what his defence counsel called video films“of the 
most vile kind". However, the accused was also 
said to have been drinking heavily and taking, 
drugs, nnd to have suffered a severe personality 
change after brain damage received in a car crash. 
As in the other cases video was one Influence 
among many, but it grabbed the headlines. 

One journalist criticizing the Mali’s campaign 
says that “to over-emphasize the link between . 
crime and video is to fit the facts to the story 
rather than analyse the facts. By widening the 
definition of ‘video nasties' the Mail blurred the 
issues and turned it into the 1980s equivalent of 
the old pornography debate.” Although by no 
means the only paper to blame, the Mail is the 
paper that most successfully exploited the video 
scare. The original precise issues raised by video- 
the pirate trade in obscene and sadistic films, the 
fact that they were viewed in private and 
audiences could not be monitored by a cinema - 
have been lost in a general, unfocused panic 
about sex and .violence on film.

His comment is backed up in the recent edition 
of Network, the journal of the Video Trade 
Association. In it , a spot survey by two Glasgow 
video shops over one weekend gave horror films 
the thumbs up. Replies to the question: “Do you 
think the very violent horror films should be 
banned?" received the response: “Yes: 32 per 
cent: No: 67 per cent." 

Peter Murnane feds particularly annoyed ab¬ 
out the whole video censorship scene. “Do you 
know a judge was once asked 'What was 
pornography?’ and said, ‘1 can't describe it, but I

I work In a school which serves to help children 
with emotional and behavioural problems 
and, like many of my colleagues, 1 have 
become concerned with the Impact of video 
“nasties" upon children's emotional and social 
development. In the last year there has been within 
the school a growing concern about lhe video films , 
children are watching at home. When they are 
asked “What did you watch on the video last 
night?” there follows what can only be described 
as obsessional discussion. They talk at great length 
and in great detail about the violent film they have 
just seen - a measure of a “good'' film will be the 
number of “killings" 11 portrays. How does the 
dally viewing of scenes of sex and violence by 
young children effect their thinking and be¬ 
haviour? Perhaps the following case study begins 
to provide an answer to this question,

Thei large 
cinemns Imvc closed and there arc Iwtwcen 30 and 
40 video shops in the area, while videos can also 
be rented from petrol stations, grocers, tobaccon¬ 
ists, and even from the Universal Meat Shop 
down the road. 

Asians watch more videos than any other group 
in Britain, largely because video is their substitute 
for television. It is after all, their only real souree 
of Indian language visual entertainment. Lan¬ 
guage is not the only issue, for most Indians speak 
English - it is a second language in India - 
although Indian audiences may have trouble

Southall is an international shopping centre for 
Indian tourists from all over Europe, Africa and 
Asia, and now they come to buy videos ps well as 
snris. One shop owner believed that “People 
from India and Pakistan buy videos here, because 
either they can’t buy them there, or they are more 
expensive. And in Pakistan Indian and English 
videos are banned: but Pakistanis are huge 
consumers of video, there are more video 
recorders there than in Britain." 

The Indian record and newspaper stop: across 
from The Chant House was the first to bring video 
to Southall.

M ark is now 13. He is a frail looking 
child who comes from an unsettled 
home. His father is inconsistent in his 
behaviour towards his family: lie is 
violent one day, and passive the next. He wants to 
mould his son into an image of himself, something 
Mark is currently rejecting. Mark has grown up 
with violence. He has seen his mother beaten, and 
has been encouraged by his father to adopt NF 
slogans and use them at school and in the 
surrounding council house esiule. He has pursued 
“paki-bashing" activities with his peers, although 
more as a bystander. His father feels he must 
Impress with the latest technology, even if this 
means that the family is deprived of food and 
clothing. 

For Mark's father, obtaining a video became a 
priority and so he bought one. He joined a video \ 
club and regiiVinly brought home fiw family \ 
consumption the latest “XX.” rated video film, l 
During subsequent weeks Mark watched an 
increasing number of these films at oil hours of the 
day. He was allowed to invite his friends for 
repeat showing of the film, often In vivid slow , 
motfori ill qrder to 'experience ■ “the best bits". 
Instead bf having breakfast'Mfrt-would..watch. 

: (he video. He would stay up late.'.to, watch the 
video, uncTtheh not being able to sleep because of 
the state of inind he wasTn. When he did sleep he . 
had nightmares. How did all this affect Mark? 

The effect was cumulative, over a number Of 
weeks. He looked increasingly tired because he 
could not sleep and dark patches beneath his eyes 
became n permanent facial feature. He lost 
weight because he was not eating breakfast and 
because he would rusli his supper In order to 
watch the video. He was tired during lessons, 
finding it difficult to concentrate, and he began to 
make silly mistakes. He found it hard to leam new 
work, and his handwriting, became smaller and 
almosL illegible. In conversations his voice would 
shake, and he could not keep his hands still. He 
would laugh nervously and become easily excited 
when given the chance to talk about his latest 
obsession: his father’s video and the film he saw 
on it last night. He would embark on rambling 
conversations with his friends, each of whom 
would listen with widening eyes to the latest 
revelation of violence. 

All aspects of M ark’s academic, emotional and 
even physical development were affected. His 
'writing focused on describing the latest tale of 
horror; his art work became a disturbing visual 
rendering of a mind which was obsessed with 
violence, with drawings full of tom bodies, blood 
and individuals killing one another. His emotion¬ 
al stability had notably deteriorated: he was 
aggressive, moody and tearful, and had become 
withdrawn and pallid. He found great difficulty in 
controlling his limbs, and notably in stopping his 
hands from'shaking. 

Watching video films, could not alone be I 
blamed For this behaviour. It Is the incessant and i 
indiscriminate exposure of a child to such violent 
material which has contributed to the deteriora¬ 
tion in Mark’s daily presentation. A similar 
deterioration was noted in his friends, one of 
whom was only exposed to this material for a 
week-end. The school has been able to intervene 
in this case, and Mark no longer has access to 
these video films. Within , a few days he had 
regained some of his composure.. However, the 
question remains: How much permanent damage 
" had i been done to a - child who, was already 
emotionally disturbed? ■■ • 1 •:

"We cannot 
leave it to the consciences of shop owners to 
refuse to stock videos", says a letter Iroin one 
such gimip, "since there is too much profit at 
slake for them to make objective moral judge¬ 
ments." 

The strongest area of concern nf course is lor 
what children may see. mid there is evidence that 
they nre seeing a great deal. The NSPCC press 
statement said, "whatever die justification for 
adult viewing we are determined to protect 
children from being exposed to what may do them 
lifelong harm". And whatever the latest research 
findings arc on the effects on children, many of 
the public seem convinced they can only be 
harmful "It is my opinion that films of this type 
encourage violence and perversion and sadistic 
acts in our society. Thank you for what you arc 
doing", writes u housewife. 

But a small percentage of the letters offer no 
thanks at all. “Mr Bright, you are as bad and daft 
as Mary Whitchouse. Is my video going to be a

Peter Roberts had done » mini-survey at his 
school, Snmuni Ward Upper School, Haverhill, 
among (he first-year pupils. Of the 238 question¬ 
naires sent uut, 2M were returned. Of these (and 
Mr Roberts stressed that his was not an affluent 
urea) 96 had video recorders at home and a 
further 73 had ready access via a friend or 
relative. So three-quarters (a figure quoted to me 
by several others) were regular video-watchers. 
There was evidence that purents were cither 
ignorant of or unconcerned about what was being 
watched, although much of this was clearly softly 
pornographic and/or violent. Peter Roberts him¬ 
self was more concerned with the violence, which 
he found distressing and felt could only be 
stomached by someone devoid of compassion. 
The ultimntc effect must be dcseusilization and 
an inability to form human human relationships. 

Lnwrcnce Moscrop of the Forest County 
Primary School, Brandon, endorsed his col¬ 
league's findings, adding thnt it was the families 
who caused him most concern who were the ones 
who tended to have video recorders. Both 
thought (while not citing simple cause-and-effect) 
that their pupils were becoming at once more 
detached and more sophisticated. It seemed to 
them. as it did to the majority of my interviewees, 
that children were becoming less responsive to 
the spoken word in the absence of visual stimuli. 
Although some found this a disaster to be 
combated, Mr Moscrop said firmly that it was 
teachers who would have to change. 

There is something going on. Video is not just 
television only more so. Thanks to their legally- 
enforceable charters, wc have always known 
more or less what to expect from the existing 
broadcasting organizations, but the whole area of 
video is a free-for-all. Copyright is being flouted, 
unscrupulous entrepreneurs (as distinct from 
trendy producers) are making vast fortunes, while 
minors remain unprotected from potentially 
destructive stimuli. Maybe some privileged and/ 
or talented boys (girls play minor roles in tliis 
drama) are making creative use of, and money 
from, video, but the overwhelming impression is 
that, as one of my interviewees put it, “anyone 
can get anything for 99p” through membership of 
a video club. The main use of video by unsuper- 
vized children is passive rather than active, 
arbitrary rather than considered. And growing. 
This latest phase of the revolution in electronic 
communications is, like Buddy Holly's love-life, 
going faster than a roller-coaster. Too fast for 
most adults to leap on board?

A report to be published next month 
offers new evidence of the extent to 
which children are watching sadistic and 
pornographic video films at home. 

David Hartshorn, a teacher, recently gave a 
questionnaire to 252 children aged between nine 
and thirteen at a mixed middle school in the 
Midlands, in an attempt to classify the films they 
were watching. He was apparently prompted to 
make his survey after hearing them discussing the 
gory details of the latest films during break. In an 
area where little “official” rese arch has yet been 
done, his report makes interesting reading. 

Pupils were required to state which year they 
were in, and their sex (136 boys, 116 girls). They 
were asked if they had video recorders at home 
(38 per cent “yes"), and if they watched at friends 
houses (53 per cent “yes”); 51 per cent knew how 
to operate a video recorder. In answer to the 
question as to who they viewed with. a significant¬ 
ly high proportion (51 per cent) said they watched 
with their parents. 

The classifications in the questionnaire for the 
types of film were: thrillers; love stories; science 
fiction; cartoons; horror; detective and police 
sturics; “nasties" (supervising staff were told thnt 
I children who were puzzled by this category had 
1 probably not seen one): films about “real things'' 
(documentaries) and comedies. 

Two hundred nndsixty-onc different titles were 
mentioned, of which only 28 were found to be 
suitable for children or family viewing, according 
to video directories. Horror formed th^ lorgeSt 
group-with 99 lilies (38 per cent).- 
Nearly half the children (48 per cent) stud they 
had been “frightened" by something they had 
seen, and 44 per cent said they had been 
"worried” by something they had seen; Mr 
Hartshorn reports: "These worries covcfcd most 
of the conventional fears of that, age-range - 
‘They might come and get me-when I ‘m asleep 1 
have nightmares' (first yenr having seen Some¬ 
bodies Watching Me): 'When she started her 
period In the shower’ (third year - Carrie ); and 
some less so. There whs a considerable preoc¬ 
cupation with blood, dismembering and dis¬ 




embowelling in a variety of ways. ‘When the floor 
board came up in a bedroom and somebody got 
their insides pulled out and blood was all over the 
place' (10-year-old - The House Thai Dripped 
Blood): ‘When the man cut off five children's 
hands’ (second year - Do Not Answer The 
Telephone ); \ . . when the man was lying on the 
bed and a knife came straight through his chest’ 
(third year - Welcome to Camp ); 'When the head 
was chopped off' (nine-yeor-old The Evil Dead)." 

Mr Hartshorn makes the point that children are 
well able to cope with an energetic imagination, 
but adds “i am not convinced that when very 
strong visual and auditory images accompany 
such imaginings, children are equally able to cope 
with the confusion created in their minds”. 1 
Forty per cent of the children admitted they 1 
had watched a film they had been told not to. 

[ These included The Evil Dead , Emmanuelle 2, 
Confessions of a Window Cleaner and The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre. They managed to watch the 
films when parents were at work or out shopping 
or else at a friend’s house. Some said they got up 
early in the morning before everyone else or came 
downstairs after everyone hud gone to bed.

Attempts by the authorities to impose restric¬ 
tions were particularly resented.

Forbid everything here - soon you won’t be able 
to buy a-packet of juicy ffuits until you are 15," 

Keith Roe found thnt most youngsters tired of 
violence and pornography after a while, but said it 
seenied necessary for them to be subjected to the 
worst excesses of both before their critical 
faculties were shocked into action.

Most modern science is obdurntciy 
material in its concerns. Perhaps only 
cosmology, the study of the origin, 
nature and future of the universe 
considered as a single phenomenon 
rather than as a discontinuous pattern 
of specialisms, comes close to being a 
matter of pure speculative intellect. 

Equally, cosmology is probably the 
only scientific field in which Stephen 
Hawking's physical disabilities could 
prove no barrier to success. Hawking, 
Lucasian Professor of mathematics at 
Cambridge, suffers from the incurable 
and wasting amytrophic lateral scler¬ 
osis. The disease has confined him to a 
motorized wheelchair and impeded his 
power of speech so much that he has to 
speak through interpreters, family, 
colleagues and students. Nevertheless, 
Hawking has married, raised a family, 
rims a gfudling theoretical seminar in 
relativity and has become a world 
authority on the most mysterious 
Bstronhysical phenomena, quasars and 
“black holes. In such a speculative 
field, the only “materials" are pure,

Einstein’s 1915 paper 
on General Relativity was a theory of 
gravitation and dealt with the im 
measurably big. The quantum mecha¬ 
nics developed by Heisenberg. Schtfi- 
dinger, Dirac and de Broglie concen¬ 
trated on the unimaginably small 
Macrocosm and microcosm. 

Stephen Hawking's almost prepost¬ 
erously ambitious tnsk is to unite both 
theories into a grand unified explana¬ 
tion of all the physical phenomena in 
the universe. Startlingly, and comfor¬ 
tingly. both he and his students think 
first of theoretical "beauty”, almost 
never of physical power. Relativity’s 
most potent and lasting legacy before 
its cosmological application was the 
atomic bomb. 

The universe, in Hawking’s version, 
began around 20.001),000,OIK) yean 
ago in u modified, (‘hot'), version of 
the “big bang”, which exploded die 
superdcnsc primal atom into the void 
which beenme physicnl space. No 
observable phenomena ntivc ex¬ 
plained the origins or end of the 
universe; “Hawking radiation" and 
“black holes" may. They exist-if they 
exist - as “singularities”, events of 
infinite gravity in which every norm of 
the everyday, foursquare world is 
quashed and space and time effectively 
end. Hawking's quest is a recognizably 
spiritual and philosophical one; he has 
sought out the mathematical proof m 
the conviction that the universe is nm 
disordered, but rational and capable of 
comprehension. 

Einstein dismissed the quantum 
theory of indeterminacy with the 
famous rebuff: “God does not play 
dice”. Asking why someone ol 
Stephen Hawking's capabilities should 
hove been singled out tor suffering, it's 
tempting to think that this is precisely 
What He does do. Genius can have 
found few tougher paths into the wider 
world. In the circumstances, "horizon'' 
seemed too near-at-hnnd a term to 
convey the kind of hyperbole the film 
called for.

But so long as 
there arc articulate critics such as 
Professors Postman and Li Kina 
around, society still has the chance to 
look at itself and consider making 
some changes In things that seem 
dearly unsupporlable, such as modern 
children’s easy access at the moment to 
video nnstics, to name one example. 
And while some children today may 
certainly be over-hurried, substituting 
knowingness for genuine knowledge 
and media experience for the real 
thine, we should always remember 
those other children who were once 

expected to remain young for far too 
Iona, and.who Would have welcomed 
many of the opportunities and free¬ 
doms offered to children now.

There is a dreadful irony inherent in 
the dedication of a book called The 
Historv of Manners to the memory of a 
father’and mother who died in Breslau 
and Auschwitz. Norbcrt Elias's minor 
sociological classic was first published 1 
in German in 1939. It gives a frighten- l 
ing insight into the origins of the 
horrors still lo come. The concept of 
“civilization'* in German is very diffe¬ 
rent from the concept in English and 
French, Elias argues. It consist of the 
notion of polished manners and be¬ 
haviour as divorced from deeper 
values. German pride in national 
achievement and being is focused on 
“Kultur”. This consists oF “particular 
human products'* rather than of indi¬ 
vidual people's- intrinsic value and 
places special stress on national differ¬ 
ences and the identities of groups. 

Elias ascribes the German viewpoint 
to the cultural and intellectual domi¬ 
nance of the bourgeoisie, instead of 
the aristocracy, in the growth of the 
nation. 

The second half of The History of 
Manners gives a detailed account of 
the gradual development of “civilized" 
values and manners in France front 
their origins in medieval courtly be¬ 
haviour. I 

The book was translated in English I 
in 1978 and appears now for the first 1 
time in paperback. "Manners" - if not. 

; perhaps, “civilization", in Elias’s 
“French and English" sense - must 
surely have reached their apogee in 
Regency England.

It is even smaller than Beta 
Movie and has the ndded advantage 
that it replays tapes as well as re¬ 
cording tnem. VHS Video Mow 
won’t go on sale until ncM year but 
it is a remarkable piece of technology.

The extra heads work very clever¬ 
ly. As the drum rotates, the audio 
heads record a relatively low-fre- 
qucncy FM currier on the tape. A 
split second later the video heads 
overlay a higher frequency FM video 
signal. Due to the natural phe¬ 
nomenon whereby high-frequency 
signals record nearer the surface of a 
tnpc coating, the video signals wipe 
out the top layer of the nudio re¬ 
cording to give a sandwich effect. 
The heads arc obliquely angled, at 
30° to each other, so that they can 
only rend their own signals. In this 
way there is no cross talk between 
audio signals deep in the magnetic 
coaling and video signals in the top 
layer. VHS hi-fi may be on sale in 
Britain before Bela Hi-Fi. 

The development of hi-fi sound 
Iihs important bearing on the trend 
towards half-speed recording. The 
Japanese ’ have found that when 
sound is recorded as an FM signal in 
the video waveform, quality falls off 
only slightly whon the tape speed is 
halved. So we can expect to see ■ 
half-speed VHS (and possibly Beta 
' vldearecorder ■ with hi-fi .sound at 
both speeds. This is why it was espe¬ 
cially disappointing to hear in Berlin 
that Philips still has no plans for any 
V2000 videorecorder with hi-fi 
round. • 

The other big news in video is that 
earlier this year the VHS manufac¬ 
turers produced VHS-C, a compact 
version of the standard VHS cassette 
that runs in a miniature VHS recor¬ 
der. It was the first genuinely portable 
recorder. These are now in the shops..

As the amount of video material 
grows, so does (lie sophistication of the 
recorder, hut sophistication does not 
bring dramatic increases in price.

pinpoint and recognize stereotyped 
elements of the situation, the re¬ 
sponses they would normally make.

All trainers 1 talked to were veiy 
excited about the triggers. They felt 
that they presented T, realiiy*’ in a 
way no other current video format 
can. They present situations which 
one meets everyday, but to which 
there is never time to respond fully - 
those situations to which you think of 
the appropriate answer the day after, 
And individual experience, percep¬ 
tions and learning styles are not reg¬ 
ulated as in other formats. Pupils can 
react to that situation as if it was real.

My own opinion is that they are 
ideal classroom tools for general stu¬ 
dies courses, especially in courses 
teaching life skills and interactive 
skills. But we need to create school- 
centred episodes, even to the point 
of teaching pupils to create them in 
their video work.

Shown for ID-15 minutes 
several times u term, it was discon¬ 
tinued two ycurs ngo because first he 
lacked production time, und second the 
viewing facilities were too limited.

a rammes have feutured conde- 
versions of a year’s physics ex¬ 
periments which pressure of time 
precluded from being conducted; 
others Include programmes on metal¬ 
working skills. 

Millfield offers 45 different sports. 
CoHches ask Griffiths to film match¬ 
es nnd particularly individual skills, 
the results arc then digested by 
conches and their protrigds in one of 
three viewing rooms housed in the 


microphone and quick rehearsals of 
the actors in what they were about to 
$ay and do. Thc whole filming was 
accomplished in four one-hour scst 
sions on consecutive Monday after¬ 
noons. Incidental problems were the 
need to avoid occasional absences :of 
leading actors and to ensure continuity 
of clothing and action at the end of one 
shot and the beginning of another. 

The recording of the sound in the 
classroom proved difficult. So we re¬ 
sorted to getting a small group of the 
children to “talk through" the first 
scene and describe it as they viewed it 
on a monitor. This was then dubbed on 
to the scene in the classroom and was 
found to be quite satisfactory. 

The background music for the open¬ 
ing and final sequences was composed 
by members of the class for a range of 
percussion instruments and recorded 
In thc School Hall. The children 
showed a remarkable facility for a 
cooperative approach to music, com¬ 
position and were quite able and 
willing to reduce thc running time or 
their masterpiece to make it synchro¬ 
nize with the title sequence. 

Our declared intention was to in¬ 
volve the children as much as possible 
in, all aspects pf the production. Vvp . 
started by‘doing'oneror two practice* 
exercises to familiarize them with the 


Resources Centre. 

Thc Television Studio is open to all 
of Millfield’s 1100 pupils for 1-2 
hours caeli week, cither in training 
club schemes or as pari of cnd-ol- 
week activity afternoons. Woodhcud 
would particularly like to see it used 
hy drama specialists to examine 
acting techniques nnd to improve cri¬ 
tical self-evaluation. 

Although Woodhead sees Com¬ 
munications as potentially one of the 
most demanding courses in thc curri¬ 
culum and a possible bridge between 
arts and sciences, thc arts nave so far 
provided the great majority of his 
pupils. 

Time constraints have precluded 
doing any serious work on TV 
graphics, but with a computer centre 
housing three dozen micros near to 
hand, Griffiths and Woodhead hope 
to link computer graphics into their 
course in the near future. 

What objectives have Griffiths and 
Woodhead set for themselves? Both 
arc quick to disclaim any notion that

They 
are more concerned with developing 
thc skills associated with working 
creatively as production teams and in 
fostering a much greater critical 
awareness about all media. 

Woodhead points out that because 
it's a new subject area and deals 
with highly topical issues and be-1 
cause of the glamorous image of 
film and television, they begin with a 
captive audience; The problem is 
that the audience reads too little, 
expects to receive the customary 
nf missive absorption and 
and has almost entirely undcvCIOpct 
skills of critical awareness nnd eva 
Illation. 

Woodhead gives as their lirst 
year's objectives thc fostering of a 
greater awareness of the range and 
influence of the mass media, a recog¬ 
nition that while popular entertain¬ 
ment performs many roles, not all of 
them arc healthy and that program¬ 
me quality Is easily influenced by 
bias or constrained by time and 
costs. He is in no doubt which part 
of thc course is most valuable: “the 
production - the pupils will always 
tell you that they remember their 
production project most." 

' "For the first time, they are asked 
to produce something which gets 
them to look at themselves rather than 
at a piece of work or an artist; lookingat 
their own team’s production and discus¬ 
sing Us merits and their own contribu¬ 
tions to it is an enormous jump in terms 
of self-critical awareness.

The computer control 
would allow the student to step 
through a video sequence frame by 
frame or to see n sequence in slow 
motion. 

The enormous potential of the com¬ 
bined media for educational applica¬ 
tions is yet to be fully explored. Its 
advantage for self-study lies in the fact 
thnl it can provide random access to a 
combination of presentation material 
and computer-based exercises with 
feedback. And the design of softwnre 
for the medium can be more varied 
than what is offered bv CAI 
ud&wit suit Ware makes all the mis- 


mg to use. Nothing of this kind has 
been developed so far in this country, 
however, nnd it is unlikely to be while 
videodisc players arc so scarce. 

The Catch 22 situation is, of course, 
that schools arc unlikely to buy video¬ 
disc players while suitable courseware 
is scarce. The severity of recession has 
not prevented the burgeoning acquisi¬ 
tion of computing equipment in 
schools, so it is not likely to be the cost 
of hardware that prevents the use of 
interactive video. The reasons are lack

• These fundamental errors hopeless- 
lf under-exploit the medium, aqd they 
occur, very often, because the soft¬ 
ware is being written by people new to 
the medium of CAL. 

The development of software, or 
courseware, for Interactive video will 
create an even greater problem than 
has already been found with CAL. 

Whereas CAL can conceivably be 
developed in-house by a few enthu¬ 
siasts, video production requires stu¬ 
dio resources and experienced produc¬ 
tion staff. The instructional design will 
be out of the hands of most teachers, 
therefore, as it is in the case of 
text-books. If teachers wish to influ¬ 
ence the design of these materials, they 
will have to und ways of lobbying the 
likely producers. 

The current availability of interac¬ 
tive courseware is minimal. Soipe 
educational videodiscs have been pro¬ 
duced in the United States pn their 
NTSC standard video, but thesii only 
play adequately on American videod¬ 
isc players, which are not widely 
lavailablc in the UK. .; 1 

Learning from the American experi¬ 
ences could be useful fo us however.. 
One New York company, for example, 
developed, an inlcresllrtgprodueiion 
model for a videodisc-oft school.' 
geography.. ISO .'. CommuiiicutiOns 
Inc. brought tcachersfrom schools all 
over the country, together wfth video 
production, computer programming 
and .instructional design experts! to 
design hnd produce-a videbdisc oh 
physical geography. They were able to 
make Use of existing archive video 
material frbtti the American Broad¬ 
casting Company, with film of' vulua- 
nobs, lakes, rtiounfnins, oceans, de¬ 
serts etc., providing ti valuable re- 


&ur&,; deigned to be broken down 
into short sections and accessed at 
random, and not all existing material 
will be amenable to this kind of 
restructuring. Insofar as it can be done 
however, using existing material 
makes courseware development much 
more feasible. 

At the Open University a study is 
being done to investigate this, using an 
Open University television program¬ 
me, which is first cut into separate 
sections and then interpolated with a 
series of cotqputer-based exercises on 
the content of each section. Prelimin¬ 
ary student trials show that, in spite of 
the unpleasantly jarring transition be¬ 
tween video qna computer screens, 
students still find it a valuable learning 
medium. The study is also investigat¬ 
ing ways of improving the quality of 
the transition. (A full report is avail¬ 
able from the author.) 

Many schools already possess 
videocassette material. Some also 
have Apples and BBC Micros. To set 
up an interactive videocassefte work¬ 
station, they will also need a stero 
VCR machine with RS232 interface

Like rare and exotic flowers in an 
English country garden, the appear¬ 
ance on non-European legends amid 
the present glut of Grimm and Per- 
rflU lt is an all too scarce delight, 
hollowing The Shining Stars in the 
Cambridge Legends series comes 
Leaends of the Sun and Moon (CUP 


have brought together 12 short tales on 
this theme, with scientific explanations 
gjvcn at the end. These distinctive 
legends are a highly colourful mixture 
from North America, Mexico. Africa, 
the West Indies and Austruiasia, re¬ 
told with a zest and sparkle well 
matched by Jan Nesbitt's striking illus¬ 
trations. Her use of strong, clear 
colour and stylized pattern reflects 
each different culture while preserving 
an overall unity. The same concern for 
consistent design is found in The 
Legend of the Bluebonnet (Methuen 
£5.50), an old Comanche talc from 
Texas, carefully retold and illustrated 
byTomie de Paola. Although reserved 
in tone and visual conception, the 
positive shapes and colours and spare 
composition nicely support this story 
of courage and sacrifice. 

Three tales by the brothers Grimm 
bring us back to the familiar but 
equally delightful blooms of European 
folk lore. Their version of “Little Red 
Riding Hood" is less elegant than that 
ofPertauIt, but has a happier, though 
undramatic, ending. Little Red-Cap 
(Neugebauer Press £4.50) is a sensitive 
and thoughful interpretation, illus¬ 
trated by Usbcth Zwerger in beautiful¬ 
ly muted tones, with a gently humor¬ 
ous portrayal of the wolf; the italic 
i type-face complements the delicacy of 
her designs. Anthen Bell's translation 
of Hansel and Gretel (Pelham 1 £3.95) 
reads well, though it is insufficiently 
concise, but the self-indulgent illustra¬ 
tion of Svend Otto S does not do 
justice to the dark, dramatic aspects of 
the tale. Similarly, the richly-textured 
style bf Bernadette Watts, though 
preserving the peasant flavour, cannot 
be reconciled, to the story of Snow 
While (Abelnrd/North-South £5.50), 
and the Adaptation too is uninspired.

(1851) in a highly satisfactory version 
to read and to tell, both brisk and 
snappy, and economically concise. 
Ross has overwhelmed the basic story¬ 
line with twentieth century trappings 
and dialogues, and bis trendy, slap¬ 
stick pictures would work far better if 
applied to modern texts. 

The Adventures of Half Chick Who 
Went to See the King (Methuen £4.50), 
written and illustrated by Simon Stem, 
is similar to a Spanish tale of the same 
title, but without the latter’s finer 
points. This version, however, is told 
with plenty of wit and gustd.-aiid the 
bright, lively illustrations fit the text, 
well, particularly the gold, orange and 
brown tones reflecting the characters 
of Chick, Fire and Wolf. 

Hans Andersen was a genius at 
creating original stories while keeping 
the form and feel of the fairy tale. In 
The Red Shoes (Neugebauer Press 
£4.50), Karen is harshly punished for 
her pride: “dance she did and dance 
she must", till the executioner cuts off 
her Feet.

The Little Match Girl 
(Aberlard/North-South £4.95), is a 
more realistic, though no less poig¬ 
nant, Andersen story. Unhappily, 
Rosemary Lanning’s Faithlul adapta¬ 
tion is impaired by the inappropriate 
pictures oi Bernadette Watts. In order 
to reflect the images called up by. 
Andersen, any illustration of this tale 
must keep sentiment and cosiness at 
bay, while maintaining a stark contrast 
between the bitter cold of the girl’s 
true state and the warmth of her inner 
visions. 

Oscar Wilde used many Andersen 
devices in his own fairy talcs. The 
Selfish Giant (Hutchinson £4.95) was- 
first published in The Happy Prince 
and Other Tales (1888), nna the origin¬ 
al clearly shows Wilde’s literary style ' 
over-lying oral' tradition, the .story 
perfectly told,' with only a' slight 
tendency to sentimentalize at the end. 
This, however, does not excuse Alli¬ 
son Reed's disastrous alterations. 
Gone arc the peach-trees “of pink and

Volcanic eruptions and earthquakes 
arc favourite topics in school hut there 
can be a tendency to stress their 
devastation content, and impact on 
people (as in a disaster movie) rather 
than their scientific significance. Gil¬ 
lian Hancock's book is in this category. 
She presents vivid pen pictures or nine 
celebrated volcanic eruptions; but not 
of Etna or Kmkaton, which ought 
really to feature in a book of the great 
volcanoes. The presentation she uses is 
3 form of faction, since dialogue is used 
to enliven the narrative; she aims to 
thrill and enthrall. ‘ 

Sara Steel follows a slightly more 
scientific approach but her book still 
reads more as a succession of disasters 
than an analysis of what volcanoes and 
earthquakes have in common. Both 
writers describe the eruption of the 
Mexican volcano Pariculin in February 
1943. Sara Steel writes of the trials of 
Dionisio Pulido who “hitched his oxen 
to ihc plough" and saw the birth of a 
volcano when he was ploughing. But 
according to Gillian Hancock this occur¬ 
red when he was clearing the ground of 
broken timber and branches, after he 
and his wife had first "tethered their 
donkeys"! According to Hancock, 
Dionisio Pulido escaped the eruption 
andstartled his neighbours in Pariculin 
village with his appearance, “face 
smeared black like a concert-hall 
coon” - a gratuitously-oflcnsivc simile 
which may take some explaining to 
children. 

David Keogh prefers a dry analytical,

In this authoritative overview of the 
British economy,'the sections on inter¬ 
national trade, national income statis¬ 
tics and growth and stabilisation policy 
are particularly recommended. The 
14-page double-columned analytical 
index is a boon to students. 

While Harbury and Lipsey are sea¬ 
soned 1 writers, David Browne is a 
newcomer. His A level text aims to 
cover the whole syllabus briskly and 
without excessive complications. It is 
written for the average student, and 
most of the narrative uses on appropri¬ 
ate level of explanation. However, it is 
difficult to perceive any way lii which 
tltis text is differentiated from the large 
number of similar offerings.on the 
market (apart from the useful, if brief, 
chapter bn index numbers). It is mar¬ 
red by poor proof-reading and a num¬ 
ber of minor Inaccuracies. The blurb 
states that A level questions ore pro¬ 
vided at the end of each chapter: they 
are not. Indeed, the text is remarkably 
lacking in ail those ancillary aids to 
students which increasingly, adorn 
modern course books. The exposition 
is conventional, except the section on 
induction and deduction, .which is 
severely misunderstood. The paper, 
like the treatment; is lightweight, and 
the cover is flimsy. It seems expensive. 
In view of the lack of graphic design 


claiming that these books “arc very : 
attractive visually". By today’s stan¬ 
dards they arc dull. The monochrome 
photographs are poorly reproduced, 
being flat and lacking in contrast, while 
the black-and-white line drawings Und 
maps arc conventional, and pale in 
comparison with those in Susanna van 
Rose's book for the Institute of Geolo¬ 
gical Sciences, which is cheaper and in 
full colour throughout. 

Keogh has been badly served in 
other ways as well. A diagram oi 
Edinburgh mis-spells Arthur's Seat 
and Salisbury Crags. The latter error is 
repeated on a map on the same page 
and in the text opposite. A multiple 
choice question on this page provides i 
five possible answers to the question '. 
“Edinburgh is in . . The first of ; 
these in “(a) the Highlands of Scotland ' 
(sic)". This would hardly be worth 1 
picking up. were it not for the fact that 
eight lines earlier, question 7 also 
reads “Edinburgh is in the Highlands 
of Scotland. Right or Wrong?’ - none .

it would be hard to dispute that this 
Kries fulfils a need. The forces which 
have shaped the society of the 160 
million Arabs who are Europe s 
closest neighbours are largely un- 
Euln the West Yet the contnhu- 
,ion of mediaeval Arab/Mushm civi¬ 
lisation in preserving and developing 
the Graeco-Roman heritage was para¬ 
mount (if ignored in Kenneth Clark s 
Civiliituion series). For the past cen-_ 
jury the history and political expen- 
ence of the Arabs have been closely 
linked with ours. Western colonial rule 
has ended but has been replaced by 
even stronger commercial ties. Yet the 
Arabs remain essentially mysterious - 
ihe subject of offensive caricature and 
ignorant stereotype of a kind that are 
normally applied to other peoples only 
bv overt racists. Islam, which is the 
dominant gene in the civilization of the 
Arabs - even for those who are not 
Muslims - is equallv unfamiliar. The 
concept, which Muslims take for 
granted, that Islam is the completion 
and perfection of Judaism and Christ¬ 
ianity seems bizarre or offensive to 
most westerners. 

This 10-part series which began on 
October luth, differs from its rare 
antecedents, such as Anthony Tho¬ 
mas's distinguished quartet of the 
1970s An Arab Experience, in one 
important respect. David CoUison, the 
Series Producer, and his eminent 
advisers, headed by Albert Hourani. 
have used nine Arab intellectuals - 
seven men and two women - as 
writer/guides to each of the program¬ 


mes. The initial disadvantage of un¬ 
familiar pitch of- some of their narra¬ 
tion is immeasurably outweighed by 
the fact that they are sensitive and 
perceptive Arabs interpreting their 
own people. In their different ways 
they have succeeded in coaxing "per¬ 
formances” from hundreds of partici¬ 
pants in a way which could never have 
been achieved by non-Arabs. 

Dr Basim Musallam. Professor nl 
History at Pennsylvania University, 
who opened and will close the series, 
had the hardest and perhaps impossi¬ 
ble task of answering the question: 
“What is Arabness?” It was inevitable 








that the answers should be diffuse and 
sometimes contradictory. But several 
themes emerged which underlie the 
whole series. One is that the Arab 
World of 21 nation states may be 
politically more divided than it lias 
ever been but in other respects it has 
become steadily more integrated over 
the past 20 years. 

The shared experience of colonial 
occupation (of which they sec Israel as 
the surviving expression) provided the 
common background. Improved com¬ 
munications, the movement of popula¬ 
tion within the Arab World and the 
spread of modern standard Arabic 
have united the Arabs in sentiment 
and outlook in a way that their political 
leaders have failed to do. The shame 
and bitterness of the events of Leba¬ 
non 1982 were fell from the toe nl 
Arabia to Morocco on the Atlantic. 
Indeed a related theme is the feeling 
among Arabs, ranging from frustra¬ 
tion to despair, about their present 
condition in contrast to their glorious 
past. 

Within the common framework, a 
rich diversity remains which the series 
fully exploits, although the temptation 
to selr-indulgent revelling in the 
physical beauty of much of the Arab 
world and its inhabitants has been 
resisted. The localities have been skil¬ 
fully selected as background to the 
ideas that are developed. 

In part two it is Fez where an 
aristocratic young Moroccan business¬ 
man with a German wife discusses the 
fusion of traditional Arab values with 
the modern world. In part three, the 
attraction of a young fellah to Cairo - 
13th century Ibn Khaldun’s “swarming 
core of humanity” - reveals the ever¬ 
growing power of urban values to 


colonize the countryside. 

In part six life in a village in Central 
Sudan, pilgrimage centre for a Muslim 
saint, demonstrates the diversity nnd 
unity within Islam. This may upset 
some orthodox Muslims but to an 
outsider it explains the growing 
strength of Islam among Arabs and 
Africans. In pHrt seven Nadia Hijab. a 
London-based magazine editor, fo¬ 
cuses on a Jordanian family in which 
the uneducated mother of emanci¬ 
pated daughters has become a success¬ 
ful businesswoman to illustrte the. 
tension between the still powerful 
family lies and Ihe Arab girls’ desire 
for greater independence. One of the 
features of the whole series is the 
self-confident strength of the super¬ 
ficially unliberalcd Arab women - as 
well as that of Nadin Hijab herself or 
the Tunisian judge who appears in her 

1 The heart of the series lies in part 
four on “The World” in which Khalida 
Said, wife of a leading poet, demons¬ 
trates the unique place of language in 
Arab civilization. Auden used to be¬ 
wail the loss of contact between poets 
and the public when they no longer 
speak the same language. For the 
Arabs this does not apply as the 
enthralled audiences ai the public 
poetry recitals show. 

I he scries is not in historical sequ¬ 
ence but it has a logical structure. 
Some initial interest is required but it 
would be surprising ana a pity if 
unyone with a modicum of curiosity I 
about this quarter of the Third World 
which is closest to us should not be 
enticed into watching the whole series. 
Some of the thoughts it provokes have 
universal implications: others nrc re- 
levant only to the Arabs. But they all 
tend to resuund in the mind.

on the “Green Revolution” in part of 
the traditional “rice bowl” of 
Malaysia. But what is at issue is 
fudged. The increase in production 
comes through dearly but the impact 
of the “revolution” on poor farmers is 
not presented clearly and effectively 
and the international context of. for 
example, fertilisers or land reform is 
not explored. . . , 

Later programmes that look at ener¬ 
gy, health and arms and the links 
between all of these with food may 
make up to some extent for these 
failings. But the central weakness is a 
matter of analysis and style. 

The underlying analysis treats domi¬ 
nant tendencies as inevitabilities. Thus 
we are told that in Malaysia “econo¬ 
mics" apd “modern agriculture" are 
working against the small farmer. But 
it is as Fatalistic and inaccurate to tell 
us that as it would be to say that 
“modem technology" is depriving 
British people of jobs. 

It is not economics or modern 
agriculture or technology that is work: 
ins against people but certain econo¬ 
mic and technical choices that exclude 
other possible choices and are made by 
specific interest groups. The style of 
the presentation of the senes needs to 
be closer to the actual experience of 
the poor and dispossessed. It needs to 
convey the sense of the power struggle 
between interests. 

Once again, as with International 
Broadcasting Trust's previous series 
Common interest, the supporting 
printed material is better than tne 
programmes. The handbook (60 pages 
m large format with Illustrations) is, if 
still remote From the sense of a power 
struggle, much sharper and tnore 
pointed than the programmes. The 
weekly programme notes are a very 
valuable innovation. 

With its local study groups, the 
freedom of its programmes from 
copyright restrictions, its concern with 
global issueB, IBT is' an :important 
venture. But it will have to do better if 
it is to help to put utopia badk on the 
public agenda.

Apparently, you take a polythene 
freezer bag, pour a bit of Evostick Into 
the bottom, hold it tight round your 
mouth and nose and just snort. 
Apparently. There are so many un¬ 
knowns and imponderables in the whole 
sordid business of glue-sniffing it is 
difficult if not impossible to know 
anything for certain- Uhu or BostiK 
probably work just as well; certainly 
older hands at the grime have disco¬ 
vered that a sniff of petrol or eveni a 
squirt front a lighter refill also has the 
.desired, momentarily hallucinogenic 

effect. , . 

Although It has been known in 
America Tor a quarter of a century, 
"solvent abuse", as it is officially de¬ 
scribed, is still a relatively new phe¬ 
nomenon in this country. So much so 
that Illusions a new information film 
on the subject produced by the De¬ 
partment of Health and Social Security 
feels it necessary to go back to basics 
and describe and even illustrate the 
messy processes involved. 

The 40 -mlnute production uses re¬ 
constructed incidents and interviews 
with a doctor, a child psychiatrist and a 
social worker in its attempt to show 
how the caring professions;are dealing 
with the problem. Youths talk about 
why they sniff glue, the doctor de- 
senbes the health risks itpresents and 
in the second part of the mm the social 

workertalksaWhis individual coun¬ 
selling of habitual users- Tliere is also a 
Squmce filmed in a Northampton 
secondary school in which a health 
education teacher uses riassroom dis- 
cussion and role-play to demonstrate 
to a class of 13 -year-olds the strength 
of peer-group pressure. . 



Intended for professionals in the 
education; health, police, probation 
and social services (the detailed Pre¬ 
senter's Guide stipulates that “Under 
no circumstances should the film be 
shown to an audience containing chil¬ 
dren or youngpcople”) the film is the 
first part of Govern men Iprogrammc 
to deal with the problem. The DHSS is 
currently engaged in a round of re¬ 
search and consultation but Mr John 
Patten, Parliamentary Secretary for 
Health has promised a Tull statement 

before Christmas. 

“Thei Government is determined to | 
tackle this problem”, he said in a 
speech'launcliinc the film. “But it must 
be handled carefully in the context of 
the youngsters' background. There are 
no simple solutions. The main thrust 
must come from education and persua¬ 
sion. But understanding the problem is 
. .a big step towards coping with it:'* 

At present, as the film makes clear, 
vwe are-very far from doing that. Even 
medical evidence on the effects of 
solvent abuse is inconclusive. There 
are no figures reestablish the extent 
of the problem - only the depressing 
statistic that since 1971 solvent abuse 
has been directly or indirectly responsi¬ 
ble for 236 deaths.
